Beneficiary of a Chat at a 


The sboagiithent of William H. Kennedy to 
the post of director of administrative services 
for the city hardly can be described as the pay- 
ment of a political debt. 

Kennedy and Mayor Dillon used to exchange 
polite hellos when both were employed at Gen- 
eral Electric, but otherwise they were strangers 
to each other. 

It was a chance encounter between Kennedy 
and Rep. Patrick KB. Callaghan at a supermar- 
ket that w “ultimately led to Kennedy’s being 
named director of the office that is responsible 
for the functioning of the city’s 650 non-School 
Department employes. 

Kennedy was job hunting at the time of the 
supermarket encounter. Last fall a reorganiza- 
tion at GE had displaced Kennedy from his job 
as payroll accountant. He was offered a new 
position but felt it was in his best interests to 
look elsewhere. He left the company. 

* * 2 % 


He asked Callaghan, when they met, about 
chances of landing some kind of Civil Service 
job. Kennedy was merely seeking information. 
One thing led to another and Callaghan told 
Kennedy that the new mayor was aoHiane for a 
personnel director. 

Some days passed before the mayor got in 
touch with the soft-spoken Kennedy. The two 
men talked, the mayor discussed: the appoint- 
ment with his associates, Kennedy went to his 
friends for advice, and finally “the mutual deci- 
sion was reached—Kennedy, one of a number 
of candidates, would get the job. 

The job can be a key one in the city adminis- 
tration. The credentials of the 53-year-old 
appointee seem appropriate. His father held a 
highly responsible personnel job at GE and the 
younger Kennedy had been deeply involved in 
many areas of personnel and accounting dur- 
ing his 27 years at the company. His back- 
ground ‘should have special value for him in his 
new job.

According to those who know him well, Ken- 
nedy is a thorough and methodical person. He 
is anything but flamboyant. He is said to be 
well liked. One person who has known him for 
years says that although Kennedy is quiet by 
nature “‘he won't back down from an issue if 
one comes up.’ 

He will need to be thick-skinned because the 
director of administrative services has long 
been the target of every gripe by every city 
employe. He will often be caught in the cross- 
fire of competing groups of municipal employes. 

Kennedy expects he will have to be a “‘good 


listener.” He says he has no preconceived  no-- 


tions about the job because, from everything 
he can find out, it is. difficult to pin down the 
duties and responsibilities of the office. 

There will be the unfathomable details of 
Civil Service procedure to learn and administer. 
As a result, Kennedy will run the risk of be- 
coming a high-priced Civil Service clerk or 
drone rather than the occupant of a sensitive 
*y,,political and administrative post.

Buzas Tells Commission, Council 


He Wouldn’t ‘Cost the City a Cent;’ 


Reading Meeting 
By ROGER 0’GARA 


Joe Buzas, the only man qual- 
ified to give an answer, declined 
this morning to say whether he 
would keep his Eastern Base- 
ball League franchise in Read- 
ing, Pa., or move it to Pitts- 
field. 

Prior to leaving by automo- 
bile for a meeting with officials 
of the Boston Red Sox, with 
whom he has a working agree- 
ment, Buzas said, “‘If Pittsfield 
were 100 miles closer to my 
home in Alpha, N.J., there 
wouldn’t be any problem. I 
would move here.” 

Buzas expressed satisfaction 
over the enthusiastic greeting 
he received, yesterday from rep- 
resentatives of several civic 
bodies, He met in the early af- 
ternoon with Mayor Robert Dil- 
lon and officials of the Asso- 
ciation for Business and Com- 
merce and in the evening with 
the Park Commission and the 
City Council. 

Buzas said he was pleased 
with terms of a proposed con- 
tract which he would sign with 
the city if he should decide to 
transfer the franchise. He add- 
ed that he told both the. Park 
Commission. and the City Coun- 
‘cil he wouldn’t want ‘“‘to cost 
the city a cent’ if he should 
come here. 

The 46-year-old veteran base- 
ball man, a player and man- 
‘ager before he became an own- 
er, disclosed that he will meet 
‘with the Reading City Council 
on “Thursday or Friday” to talk 
‘over details concerning rental 
of the municipal stadium there. 
‘Buzas has operated the Reading 
team for two years. Prior to 
that, he was in the Eastern for 
four years at.Allentown, Pa., 
-one.year at Johnstown, Pa., and 
one year at York, Pa. 

He and the Reading council 
thave been at an impasse for 
some weeks. The council insist- 
‘ed on payment of a $5,000 rental 
fee for the coming year. Buzas 
countered with an offer of $2,500, 
but said here he rescinded that 
two weeks ago. 


Comments on Contract 


“Now I don’t want to pay any © 


rental there,’”’ he said. ‘‘I’ll tell 
you why. I have a year to go 
on a two-year contract with the 
city of Reading. This grants me 
all. concessions for a $l-a-year 
rental. The only thing that could 
be changed for the life of. that 
contract would be the opening 
of negotiations for costs of utili- 
ties and maintenance. In 1962, 
it cost’ the city $14,000 to oper- 
ate the ball park without 'a pro 
team in there. In 1963, the cost 
was $17,000. That was my first 
year there. Three veteran law- 
yers have told me all I would 
be liable for would be $1,500 
or one-half of the $3,000 differ- 
ence between the two sums.” 

Buzas said a Reading sports- 
writer has reported that the Red 
Sox want him to move to Pitts- 
field.. 

“Boston never has said any- 
thing to me,” he continued. 
“They will abide by my deci- 
sion. I think they actually would 
prefer that I stay in Reading, 
because they don’t like to 
move.” 

Buzas said he would have to

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Golden Age World’s Fair Trip Leader Gives Advice to Others Planning Visit

Advice for those. taking a 
group ranging in ages from just 
over 60 to almost 90 to the New 
York World’s Fair: Some people 
would sum it up in one word— 
don’t.. Those who have done it, 
say—cheers, even without bene- 


fit of the spirits which are so: 
readily available the length and ° 


breadth of the square mile of 


fair grounds, in the form of © 


you-know-who’s_ beer. 

This beverage, by the way, we 
priced, rather than sampled, in 
various spots and found it ran 
the gamut, from 35 cents at the 


numerous Brass Rail restau- 
rants scattered in the big 
bubble - type constructions at 


convenient intervals, to 90 cents 
(per glass) at some of the four- 
star indoor type 
But wait, there is more, much 
more, to do than survey beer 
prices. 

Actually, it’s absolutely ‘‘fair- 
bulous.”’ The advance publicity 
said so, and with a long bright, 
sunny Long Island day all 
around you, untired feet, and 
plenty of money, it is fabulous. 

Lacking homogeneous group- 
ing, we decided the best way 
for everyone to see what struck 
his fancy would be to go his 
own way, in twos, threes, four- 
somes, or loners (and be sure to 
be back at the gate in time to 
get the bus back to the hotel.) 
Maybe the by-your-lonesome is 
the best deal as one such lone 
wolf saw a grand total of 67 
buildings, and everything from 
the Polynesian pretties to the 
Malaysian misses. Incidentally, 


the dainty, gracious, beautifully- | 


garbed hostesses in the interna- 
tional buildings are among the 
best ads for the countries they 
represent. 

The soft, native land interior 
music at. many of the interna- 
tional exhibits was a relief from 
the blare of the piped music 
on the streets. All was not bla- 
tant,,of course, and one of the 
more’ pleasant examples was the 
perfectly timed, toe-tapping mu- 
sie of the Cities Service band. 
But enough of the wine, wom- 
en, and song — back to the 
fair, and we would like to go 
back at least several more 
times. 

Exciting Place 

It’s a span clean, bustling, 
colorful, exciting place, with the 
bright flags, carefully planned 
flower beds, and brand-new, 
modern buildings, almost all of 
which are completed. There is 
a much-touted Belgian village 
still under construction, which 
is. the quietest place on the 
grounds with not a soul working 
around it. The builders come in 
at 2 a.m. after the big spend- 
ers leave, and work through the 
early morning hours. There is 
another conspicuously _ silent 
spot where the Minnesota build- 
ing was started and upon which, 
abruptly one day, work was 
halted, the folks packed up and 
no one seems to know if they’ll 
ever be back. 


It was a surprise to see such 


exhibits as the Indonesian and 
Thailand displays, spectacular in 
the strictest sense of the word. 
Perhaps they do not necessarily 
reflect an abundance of wealth 
at home base, but you don’t 
build spectacles such as these 
with an ordinary finance com- 
pany-type loan. (Unless you 
have an uncle or somebody to 
keep up the payments.) 

Many of the international pa- 
vilions and many of the build- 
jngs are free of charge. Once 
you have seen General Electric, 
if.entering from Gate 7, or Gen- 
eral Motors, near the entrance 
at Gate 4, most people’s object 
is to take in the toned-down, 
less immense international, in- 
dustrial, state and_ religious 
buildings. 


crowded and there was a group 
of exuberant, somewhat boister- 
ous boys in their teens in the 
line next to us.

Perhaps this is the 
quietest, most peaceful place at 
the fair. 


People Friendly 

Artistic genius may be one of 
the areas in which the fair is 
somewhat lacking, although 
with ferreting out, other works 
of art and examples of taste 
may be found. It would seem 


that such reflections of culture 
should ‘be more of the main 
theme, than the incidental. 

Back to the bright outdoors, 
and ‘the gay fair feeling that is 
contagious and friendly. People 
speak to you in every site and 
under all circumstances, ex- 
changing views and opinions and 
names of home territories, and 
how does this one compare with 
the one in 739. If you are at 
the fair in the evening, people 


are more subdued, some are 
just. plain tired, the morning’s 
practically empty benches are 
practically filled, and the friend- 
ly exchange continues. And then 
the lights go on, and it’s a dif- 
ferent fair, the one you’ve pic- 
tured in your mind, what you’ve 
really been waiting for all day. 
Your heart is light and so is 
your pocketbook, or you could 
very well have had a _ wonder- 
ful day and spent almost noth- 


ing; your shoes are tight, or | 


off; you’re leaning on a build- 
ing, if you’re standing, or you 
got lucky,. and you're sitting 


down., The fair, for you, is al- . 


most over. But its spirit and 
kaleidoscope of views will re- 
main with you for a 
while. 


No one can tell you how to — 


“do” the fair. There are as 


many ways as there are peo- 
ple. Just don’t miss it.

ICE HOCKEY 


Ice hockey, a game played on 
skates on ice, is a popular win- 


and Canada. 


RINK — The field is called a 
rink. It should measure not less 
than 160 feet long by 60 feet 
‘| wide, but for best results should 
be 200 feet by 85 feet. It should 
be surrounded by a board fence 
three-and-one-half to four feet 
high, called the banking board. 

A goal is placed at each end 
of the rink at least 10 feet and 
not more than 15 feet out from 
the end, and is either a station- 
ary or movable cage made of 
wire or net; it is four feet high 
and six feet wide. 

A zone line is drawn 60 feet 
.|from each end line and parallel 
to it. The center area is known 
as the center zone, the end areas 
as end zones. 

The rink’s layout is shown in 
the diagram. The squares in 
‘|front of the goals indicate the 
spots at which face-offs take 
place. 


EQUIPMENT — The puck is 
a vulcanized black rubber disk, 
one inch thick and three inches 
in diameter. 

Each player has a stick. 

The player wears shin guards 
to prevent injuries and heavy 
gloves to protect the hands from 
blows from an opponent’s stick. 

The goaltender is padded with 
a stomach protector and guards 
which reach from the ankles to 
the hips. 


PLAYERS — A :eam is com- 
posed of six players. These are 
three forwards (a center and two 
wing players), two defense men, 
and a goaltender. 


OBJECT OF THE GAME — 
The object is to advance the 
puck into the opponent’s terri- 
tory and shoot it into the op- 
ponents’ goal. 


START — The game is started 
by a play called ‘‘facing off.” 
'The players line up as shown in 
the diagram, and the referee 
blows his whistle and- throws 
the puck on ‘he ice between the 
sticks’ of the two opposing 
centers. The players, as they 
face the puck, must have their 
sticks resting on the ice at least 
12 inches apart. 


THE PLAY — The puck is ad- 
vanced by the player pushing it 
along the ice with his stick; this 
is called “‘carrying the puck.” 
Dodging, encircling, or carom- 
ing the puck off the board are 
legal methods of passing an op- 
posing player. 

All players are eligible to 
score goals. The greater amount 
of the scoring- is done by the 
forwards. In shooting for the 
goal, the best way to deliver the 
puck is by a quick draw stroke 
accompanied by a turning of the 
blade of the stick so as to raise 
thé puck off the ice and send it 
with a whirling motion.

a location for the new school 
the choice was narrowed down 
to two. ? 

Straw votes were taken on four 
sites and a majority of the Coun- 
cil turned thumbs down on two 
of them, 


Still in consideration is the 
city-owned Coolidge Park prop- 
erty off West Street and the 
present Housing Authority prop- 
erty on Victory Hill, off Bene- 
dict Road, Presumably if the 
latter site were chosen, it would 
have to be supplemented by tak- 
ing some park land near the 
Benedict Road water tower. 


Two Sites Rejected 


The Council indicated by a 
7-4 vote it would not take the 
so - called Hillcrest property, 
which is part of Springside Park. 
This land is situated to the north 
of North Junior High School. 

The Council further voted 
down 6-5 the High School Com- 
mission. and mayor’s recommen- 
dation that the Cadwell prop- 
erty off South Mountain Road 
be the school site. 

By a 9-2 margin the Council 
expressed its approval of using 
Coolidge Park and the vote was 
8-3 for locating the school on 
Victory Hill. 

However, final choice of a lo- 
cation will not be up for Coun- 
cil action next week. 

Rather, it was decided to defer 
any decision*until an architect 
is selected to design a building 
and to give him the job of mak- 
ing a recommendation of a site. 

This course of action was tak- 
en on the advice of Raymond 
D. Caravaty, an ‘architect. and 
member of the city /Planning 
Board. 

Test borings of soil conditions 
will be made on all possible sites 
before any decision is made. 


Site Is Roadblock 


It became clear early in the 
three-hour public meeting that 
the question of site could be the 
chief roadblock to agreement of 
a new high school. 

The battle lines were drawn 
by those who favored using park 
jand, already owned by the city, 
@s a school site and those who 
Oppose using such land for non- 
park purposes, 

Even though the High School 
Commission and the mayor have 
endorsed the Cadwell property 
off South Mountain Road as the 
best site, there has been in- 
tense pressure in the Council 
for using a portion of Spring- 
side Park or Coolidge Park. 

Leading the battle against pro- 
posals to invade Springside Park 
and use a parcel of it as a 
school location were the Miller 
brothers, whose father gave the 


_ first acreage that was to be- 


come Springside Park, and the 
Park Commission. 


St. Peter Leads Off 


Councilman Ernest G. St. Pe- 
ter led off with the first volley 
in the battle by saying he saw 
no objection to taking park land 
along Benedict Road for a 
school. 

He was referring to a recent- 
ly purchased 30-acre tract that 
was bought by the city from the 
Eagle Street Realty Trust, of 
which the Miller brothers are the 
principals, They own the Berk- 
shire Eagle. 

Donald B. Miller, who through 
the years has purchased and 
held for ultimate purchase by 
the city substantial acreage, 
said: “I don’t think any park 
property should be taken for 
school purposes.” 

He was then asked by Coun- 
cil President Remo Del Gallo 
if he also would be opposed to 
use of Coolidge Park off West 
Street as a school site. 

“I feel very. strongly about 
it,’ he declared. When there 
is 100 acres of land available ad- 
joining the park ‘‘why do you 
have to take park land?” he 
asked. 

He said that if the city spends 
$2 or $3 million for a school it 
should also expect to pay for a 
Site and “not expect someone 
to give you land.” 

Originally the High School 





Commission had recommended 
that a 36-acre parcel of Spring- 
side Park be used for a new 
school, 


However, the commission 
withdrew this recommendation 
after the opposition of the Mil- 
lers and the Park Commission 
developed. The study group fi- 
nally decided the best location 
would be the. 66-acre Cadwell 
Site. 

Recently some councilmen 
have proposed that some 34 
acres—which formerly belonged 
to Hillcrest Hospital and now ard 
part of Springside—be taken as 
a school site. 


In answer ‘to a question last 
night from St. Peter, Lawrence 
K. Miller unequivocally said he 
and his brother would contest in 
the courts any attempt by the 
city to build a school on prop- 
erty in Springside Park. 

Councilman George A. Pur- 
nell said he believed a ‘‘school 
erected on this park would be 
a wonderful thing’ if it could 
be done legally. 

For the city to use park land 
for a school would require an 
act of the legislature. However, 
if the Millers contested the use 
such an act might not be ap- 
proved. 


Hebert Makes Plea 


Perhaps the most passionate 
plea for preserving the park 
strictly for recreational use 
came from Park Supt. Vincent 
J. Hebert. 

He buttressed his case with 
quotations from conservationists 
and from leading publications. 

The burden of Hebert’s re- 
marks was that the need for 
more open space and expanded 
recreational areas iis increasing 
at a striking rate. 

Now is the’ tinie ‘to look ahead 
and. meet, these’ needs, he 
blared. “The federal ‘government: 
belatedly is taking steps to add 
significantly. to ifS park land, 
Hebert said. 

“I believe parks are vitally 
important,” and ‘‘America is 
going down the drain by the 
misuse of its: park land,’’ Hebert 
continued, almost shouting. 

He apologized for his ardor 
by saying that ‘“‘when you speak 
from the heart it is hard to con- 
trol your voice.” 

In an attempt to counter argu- 
ments that it is more 
economical to use municipally 
owned land than purchase addi- 
tional land for a school, School 
Committeeman James R. Clary 
pointed out that the cost of the 
Cadwell property represents 
only about 2 per cent of the 
total cost of the school build- 
ing project. 

To quibble over the site for 
the small amount of money in- 
volved, Clary said, would only 
sidetrack the entire issue of the 
new school. 


Pupo Joins Clary 


A colleague of Clary’s, Frank 
M. Pupo, also put in a good 
word for the Cadwell site. “‘Let’s 
be wise, let’s think of the fu- 
ture,’’ he said. For too long the 
city has lacked foresight in pro- 
viding land for schools. The 66- 
acre Cadwell tract provides a 
good opportunity for the city to 
look ahead,’’ Pupo. argued. 

Councilman Joseph S. Scelsi 
said he thought the Council 
should consider the 58-acre 
Coolidge Park property. 

Louis J. Russo, chairman of 
the Park ' Commission, im- 
mediately said the commission 
would have no objection to 
Coolidge Park property being 
used for school athletic fields 
but would object to a building 
being erected on the land. There 
is ample land to the west of the 
park, he said, that could be pur- 
chased and used to build a 
school. 

High School Commission 
Chairman Roger W. Wellington 
said his committee looked over 
18 different locations. 

“The Cadwell property is the 
best the city can obtain for a 
high school today,’”’ he asserted.

Quinn Urges Delay 


As expected, School Commit- 
tee Chairman John J. Quinn sug- 
gested that plans: for a new 
school be delayed until a more 
thorough study could be made. 
Wondering if “‘all avenues have 
been explored,’’ he urged, ‘‘Let’s 
stop and review the whole mat- 
ter.’? He mentioned recent fed- 
eral grants which give more aid 
to vocational - technical edu- 
cation. 

Quinn was the only one at the 
meeting who spoke out against 
any kind of school at this time. 

Quinn also said that people 
should not be Swayed in favor 
of a new school by the threat of 
double sessions. He said the 
double sessions can be avoided 
by putting 300 high school stud- 
ents into Plunkett Elementary 
School, and spreading the Plun- 
kett enrollment throughout the 
other elementary schools. Any 
double - sessions program would 
have to pass the School Commit- 
tee before it could be instituted.

Dillon Says No Pa 
For City Emp 


Mayor Dillon-said categorical- 
ly last night there will be no pay 
boosts for city employes before 
early next year. 

The city’s bleak financial 
picture at present just will not 
permit any salary increases at 
this time, he said. 

Both Dillon and the City Coun- 
cil, at the time they approved 
a $180,000 wage package last 
February, held out at least the 
hope that non-School and non- 
Welfare Department personnel 
might get additional increases 
in 1964. 

Speaking last night at a spe- 
cial meeting of the Council, Dil- 
lon said: “I am not planning 
to make any appropriation for 
pay increases now.” : 

He prefaced this statement by 
saying his remarks ‘““may come 
as a shock or surprise or even 
disappointment to many.” 


Tax Rate Main Factor 


Dillon said that any pay 
hike will have to be factored 
into next year’s tax rate. “We 
can not do it this year and still 
live with ourselves,” he added. 

The only exception, the mayor 
continued, would be a request 
for additional money for the city 
physician. ; : 

“We are in dangeyiof losing a 
city physician,” Dillon warned, 
unless additional funds are 
voted. At present City’ Physician 
David B. Kagan is paid $2,140 
a year by the city. Dillon would 
raise this to $4,500. 

Dillon said he would not seek 
funds for other employe pay 
raises this year because of the 


‘ rather tight financial pinch the 


city is in. _ 

Between now and the end of 
the year the city must be ex- 
tremely cautious in its ex- 
penditure: j i the mayor. 

He .said the *real estate tax 
exemption fer persons 70 years 
old and over will be much high- 
er than anticipated. It was es- 
timated early this year that 
about $180,000 in taxes would be 
lost because of the new exemp- 
tion. ‘Saeen 

However, Dillon said already 
the city"is:faced with a loss of 
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nicipal salary inequities. 

The committee submitted a 
report to the mayor July is 
recommending an aggregate of 
$155,573 in pay raises. and $28,- 
722 for new positions,

High School Commission 
Chairman Roger W. Wellington 
suggested last night that the 
City Council narrow its site 
recommendations to two. 

In approving a-$2.9 million ex- 
pandable school for 1,000 stu- 
dents, the Council last week re- 
served the power of final ap- 
proval on any site choice. 

Two .weeks ago, the Council 
took straw votes on four loca- 
tions. The Coolidge Playground 
and the Victory Hill areas both 
received majorities. Defeated 
were the 66-acre Cadwell prop- 
erty, the High School Commis- 
sion’s first choice, and. the Hill- 
crest land in Springside Park. 


Del Gallo To Wait 


Wellington said today the 
commission may formally  re- 
quest the Council to reduce the 
choices to two. Council Presi- 
dent Remo Del Gallo said he 
would wait for such a request 
before taking any action on the 
matter. , 

The final choice will be made 
after the architect is hired and 
test borings are made. 

The commission has“ amassed 
figures which show the density 
of present high school popula- 
tion within a two-mile radius of 
several suggested sites.

1,000-Pupil New High School 
Favored Informally by Council 


The prospect of a new high cil took straw votes on three he said, is the question of a 


school f-or Pittsfield moved 
closer fo reality today. 

After a three-hour public 
meeting and a two-hour closed 


-door session the City Council 


informally approved spending 
$2.9 million to erect a 1,000- 
student facility. 


No agreement was reached by 
councilmen on a site for the 
proposed new school, 

Last night’s giant step in 
breaking a decade-long deadlock 
on the issue of a new school 
must be formally ratified at next 
Tuesday’s. Council meeting. For 
Passage, eight of the 11 votes 
must be affirmative. 

After the closed session, sev- 
eral councilmen cautioned that 
any agreements reached were 
purely informal and, of course, 
subject to change and amend- 
ment. 

Yet, on a straw vote the Coun- 
cil did vote 10-1, to approve a 
$2.9 million appropriation for 
building a sehool for not. less 
than 1,000 students and with pro- 
vision for accommodating up to 
1,250. Only Councilman Ernest 
G. St. Peter dissented.

Mr, Miller paid $28,000 for 
“the entire tract, Mr. Cimmin 
said. He would sell it to the 
city for $25,000 less the amount 
of the. settlement, or for a to- 
tal. purchase price of only 
slightly more than $19,000. 

Yesterday the mayor was not 
optimistic about buying the land 
because he did not believe funds 
were available, ; 

However, Norton informed the 
mayor that the sale of real es- 
tate fund could be tapped. The 
balance, in’ fact, Norton ex- 
plained, is made up of proceeds 
‘from land sold by the city. The 
last parcels sold, he said, were 
the old fire station in West Pitts-

The 
ordinances were last recodified 
in 1947 and have since then been 
amended 519 times, The 1947 
recodification, he noted, was 
undertaken when there were less 
than 300 amendments to the 
previous edition. 

He said he has to go to ‘“‘ridicu- 
lous lengths” to find out the 
Specific ordinance covering a ' 
specific situation. 

He cited, for example, 
chapter dealing with municipal 
parking lots, which has been 
amended “time and time 
again.”

“We knew that legislative ac- 
tion would be necessary to 
transfer any park property back 
to the city for a change in al- 
location. We felt that our

“The delay caused could be 
insurmountable. We desperately 
need this high school now.” 

The Miller brothers are Don- 
ald B. and Lawrence K. Miller, 
owners of The Eagle and don- 
ors Of much of the property 
in Springside Park.
